Chief Conlin Asks Excise
Commissioner Lyman
for a Plan.

HE HAD TO GIVE IT UP.

Long Conference with Police
Commissioner Parker on
the Subject.

Clilef of Police Conlin and Police Com-
nilssloner Parker held a long conference
yesterday at wlilch the Chilef made n report
concerning “fake' elobs.

At the end of the confereiice Mr. Conlin
showsi the Commissioner a letter which he
had caused to be Indlted to Excise Com-
missloner Lymau, at Albany, In which He
stnted that je was convineed that the law
wis belug viointed in the “claobs’ but
tlint lie hngd not been able to devise any
way by which his men could gnin ay en-
trance and thus obtain evidence. An oplplon
wins nsked, showlng just how the “elubs”
may be broken up,

Thls letter was dl&ruaspd almost word by
word, with Mr. Tarker, nnd changes In it
were mnde a8 they suggedted themselves,
until 1t wis made a poteworthy document.
The text of the letter the Chief, “for varl-
ous repsons,” declined to make publle

The Chief's sergeant, Flood, was Instruct-
od to go at once to Albany and place
the lotter personally in the hands of Com-
missloner Lyman, recelve any lustructions
the Intter had to give, and then hurry ek | o
to thiz eliy.
